POWERS’ INTERVENTION ON 
BEHALF OF CRETE. 


Count Goluchowsky Says the Mos-

NEW YORK, June 10.—A special to

Count Coluchowsky, Minister of For- 
éign Affairs, explained the foreign 1 
icy to the government in the course of 
his remarks, declaring that the situa- 
tion in Crete was of such a character 
that it was impossible to say what 


would happen next. 


The condition of things prevailing in 
the island, he said, was due to the 
maladministration of public affairs by 
the Turkish authorities. Turkey, he 
added, ought to take measures in her 
European and Asiatic provinces which 
would justify confidence in the vital 
force of the Ottoman empire, otherwise 
he said the Turks’ best friends, includ- 
ing Austria, would be unable to pre- 
vent the empire’s fall. 

In an inspired article which appears 
in the Wiener Tageblatt, according to 
news emanating from Constantinople, 
the Porte is said to apprehend that 
there will be further complications in 
connection with the rising in Crete. We 
here do not think so. The news from 
Constantinople, as from Athens, is un- 
reliable. In Constantinople they are 
said to fear that Greece wishes to an- 
nex Crete, and that Russia and France 
will help. 

The Greeks say they absolutely do not 
wish to annex Crete. Greece has sent 
out a memorial to foreign ministers 
which asks other powers to plead with 
Turkey that order may be restored in 


the island. All the powers approached 


Turkey in that direction. Thus it is 
wrong that in Constantinople they 
should seek to place the responsibility 
on Greece. Russia has intervened in 
a most energetic manner, and it is in- 
teresting to know that Germany has 
decided to act with Russia. Thé Aus- 
trian Embassy acted in the liveliest 
manner so as to influence Turkey. She 
should reéstablish order in Crete an 

give many reforms. . 

This, of course, as the editor of the 
paper remarks, is highly important, as 
every one knows nowadays that Rus- 
gia rules Turkey's foreign policy. 

The editor of the Neue Freie Presse 
eaid that to him the Cretan question 
has left its acute form and fallen into 
the range of diplomacy. That question 
was a serious one, for if England had 
demanded reforms, Russia would have 
to go with her against Turkey. Turkey’s 
only plan was to give way. At the of- 
fice of the Fremdenblatt, the foreign 
editor insisted, as did others, that it 
was unfair to say that England had 
atirred up the Cretan insurrection. It 
could not, according to him, be even 
retained as reasonable, for England 
had absolutely nothing to gain thereby. 
The Armenian question has been easily 
settled. The Cretan question is a 
trifle in comparison. . Austria would 
uphold her colleagues. He said they 
were all as one. He looked upon the 
question as one purely of local growth. 
Matters are in a fearful condition in 
Crete, and large quantities of guns are 
being sent from Greece. The Neue 
Freie Preste has received the follow- 
ing from its special correspondent at 
Athens:

ble.) ‘The trial of the suit for breach 
of promise brought by May. Gore, the 
actress, against Viscount Sudley, eld- 
est son of the Earl of Arran, damages 


to the amount of 75.000 being claimed, 


has resulted in a verdict for the de- 
fendant. 

In his examination Viscount Sudley 
explained that when he wrote to Miss 
Gore, then in America, that he was go- 
ing to bring her home for good, he said 
he meant it was in order that they 
might resume their old relations. When 
he obtained the release of all claims 
on him by Miss Gore in consideration of 
£500, he did so merely as a measure 
of safety having then no thought that 
she would ever sue him. He intended 
even yet to invest £3000 for her benefit. 

In summing up, the Chief Justice said 
the correspondence furnished the 
strongest evidence adduced of breach 
of promise, but that the letters were 
not conclusive in that regard. The jury 
was only out a short time. and the ver- 
dict for the defendant was applauded. 

Counsel for the: plaintiff asked if the 
defendant demanded costs, and the 
Chief Justice thereupon said it would 
be a barren honor, and took it for 
granted that the defendant would make 
provision for Miss Gore. Counsel for 
the Viscount answered that absolutely 
no order for costs would be made. 

The Viscount was heartily congratu- 
lated by his friends, and he left court 
smiling and apparently thoroughly at 
peace with himself and the world in 
general. 

On the other hand Miss Gore’s father, 
a Scotch farmer, who had been brought 
to court as a witness for the defense, 
wept silently in a corner in the midst 
of a few friends, his gray hair hang- 
ing over his eyes and seemingly heart- 
broken at the disgrace which had fal- 
len upon his' daughter. A few friends 
stood by him and did everything pos- 
sible to console him, but he feebly 
waved them away and finally tottered 
helplessly out of the court, moaning 
and presenting a most distressing pic- 
ture of grief and humiliation. 

Some of the letters introduced in J.. 
dence in this case were written in de- 
cidedly wild terms, In them Miss Gore 
was addressed by her lover as Pussy“ 
and he signed his missives Pidge.“ 
The following is a sample of his amo- 
rous correspondence. 

“Oh, my Pussy; my little love, re- 
menfber you swore to give me an an- 
swer. If you ask me not to see you, I 
will not do so, but for God's sake, 
Pussy, don’t break your oath.” 

On the evening of Pussy’s departure 
in 1894 for New York, where she was 
to enter on a theatrical engagement, 
Viscount Sudley wrote: Tou are a fool 
to go, dear, and are making the great- 
est mistake of your life, Pussy. Pussy, 
love, may you have a very happy time. 
I still hope you will not go. God bless 
you, my Pussy.” 
. While Miss Gore was in New York 
the Viscount sent her a letter in which 
he said: 

“T am so miserable and heartbroken. 
Oh, my Pussy, Pussy love, oh Pussy, 
oh, dear, I don’t know what I shall do. 
If I can get leave, I'm coming over to 
bring you home for good.”

ST. LOUIS, June 10.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) 8o far it is all McKinley. 
Little Joe Manley glowers over his 
brown mustache and growis out that 
Tom Nerd will not take the Vice-Pres- 
identiaj nomination. Tall Senator Gear 
of Iowa tells me the same in regard to 
Allison. Cullom and Quay are not 
even mentioned, and in the absence of 
Tom Ft and the New York contingent, 
the Morton Presidential boom seems 
dead. The only subjects discussed are 
the pigtform and the Vice-Presideney. 


There are two Vice-Presidential candi- 
dates the 


I met Mr. de Young this morntag 
He is a stocky, well-rounded man of 
48, whose every atom seems charged 
with bulldog pugnacity. He is a fighter 
from Fightersville, and has made a 
reputation in California as being. one 
of the coolest and clearest-headed poli- 
ticlans of the Pacific Coast. He is the 
founder and owner of the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, one of the most in- 
fluential and best paying news- 
Paper properties of the West. 
De Young was just 17 when he 
and his brother, Charley, borrowed $20 
to start it. In a few months they were 
making $1000 a month and they soon 
had such an influential paper that 
when California, in 1877, attempted to 
vote on a new constitution, some of the 
capitalists who would be affected by 
it, offered Mike de Young $100,000 to 
oppose the movement. De Young re- 
fused, and it was his paper, it is said, 
that carried the cofftitution through. 

I met Mr. de Young at the South- 
ern Hotel in the rooms of Mark Hanna, 
and asked “What is there in this talk 
about you as Vice-President?“ 

He replied: It comes from the idea 
that something should be given to the 
silver States and to the West. As for 
me, I am not a candidate in any seek- 
ing sense, and I have done nothing to 
make myself so. I first heard of the 
movement in my favor at Denver. The 
papers there had a lot in them about 
my being the Vice-Presidential candi- 
date. I am here to nominate McKinley, 
and to get what I can for silver. My 
delegation will not leave the party, 
however, if we do not get what we 
want. We are Republicans, and we will 
‘support theticket. The talk about me 
is indicative of the desire to ease up 
the platform, and to show that the 
party is willing to consider the silver 
element. As for myself, as I said, I 
am not a candidate.“ 

“But suppose the party wants you?“ 

“In that case,” replied Mr. de Young, 
I shall accept. It is a great honor, and 
my business interests are in such a 
condition that I could fill the position.” 

“You were a candidate for the nomi- 
nation at Minneapolis in 1892, were you 
not?” 

“No, I was not a candidate then,“ re- 
plied De Young, “but I could have had 
the place. It was offered to me, and I re- 
fused it. I went to that convention te 
nominate Blaine, and when we failed 
and Harrison was nominated. I was 
mad all over. I left there in disgust 
as soon as the result of the ballot was 
known, and took my wife with me for 
along drive. We rode from Minneapolis 
to St. Paul, and. on our return, instead 
of going to dinner at the West House, 
I went to the café of the New York Life 
Building. In this way I kept away from 
the crowd, and when I went to the 
convention hall in the afternoon I had 
seen none of the leading politicians. 

„1 had just taken my seat in the 
California delegation when Senator 
Wolcott of Colorado came to me and 


asked me to give some points about my 


life. What for? said I. For my 
speech, said he. We have decided to 


‘nominate you as Vice-President, and I 
am to present you to the convention.’ 


‘What's that?’ I asked in surprise. It's 
just what I said,’ replied Wolcott. We 


oung 


inate you.’ It seems to me,’ said I, 
‘you have left out one element in your 
calculations, and that is my consent. I 
don’t want the nomination, and I won't 
take it, and you can tell them so.’ 

“You see,” concluded Mr. de Young, 
“I was so angry at the defeat of Mr. 
Blaine that I felt then that I could 
have nothing to do with the ticket, and 
I answered off-hand I would not take 
it. Had I had twelve hours or twenty- 
four hours to consider the matter, I 
might have taken it. Coming as it did, 
I had the backbone to refuse it, and I 
thank God I did, for I should have been 
sorely beaten. I remember that Wol- 
cott told me in case I refused, White- 
law Reid would be nominated, and that 
I replied, ‘You may nominate Reid or 
any one else you please, but not me. 
The man you nominate is sure to be 
beaten, and I do not intend to be that 
man.“ 

The McKinley men here in St. Louis, 
however, seem to think that the Vice- 
Presidency should come from the East, 
and they would like Tom Reed if he 
will accept. They say it is true, per- 
haps, that Reed has refused, but that 
he would take the place if he were the 
choice of the convention. 

Col. Myron T. Herrick, who is here 
with Mark Hanna running McKinley’s 
campaign, tells me he thinks the ticket 
will be McKinley and Reed. This seems 
to be the universal desire of the Mc- 
Kinley men, and some of Reed's friends 
say he will accept the position, as he is 
tired of the Speakership and wants the 
leisure, which he could have if he were 
Vice-President, for some literary work 
which would be very profitable to him. 
As to Hobart’s candidacy, that is also 
acceptable to the McKinley men. Col. 
Dick Kerens returned from Canton yes- 
terday and he has hence the latest 
touch with McKinley. Kerens, you 
know, is the national committeeman 
from St. Louis. He is a railroad mil- 
lionaire and is partner with Senator 
Davis and Stephen Elkins in their vast 
West Virginia properties. He is for 
McKinley, and prophesies that he will 
be an even greater man in the hearts of 
the people than Blaine. I chatted with 
Mr. Kerens about the Vice-Presidency. 
Said he: “If Reed doesn’t want it, then 
the best man will be Hobart of New 
Jersey.” 

“Why?” said I, “who is he? The rank 
and file of the party don’t know him.“ 

“He comes from Paterson,” replied 
Kerens. “He is a rich lawyer there and 
is worth, I venture, about $2,000,000. He 
is a brainy man, and he would 
strengthen the ticket in the East.” 

“How did you find McKinley?” I 


ically and mentally,” replied Mr. Ke- 
rens. He looks magnificent, and he 
told me that he had never felt better in 
his life. I foresee a great future for Mc- 
Kinley. He has all of Blaine's ability, 
with none of Blaine's weaknesses. He 
is a stayer. Blaine made two hundred 
and ninety-seven speeches in twenty- 
eight days during one of his campaigns. 
McKinley can beat that, and make a 
big speech every time. He is a clean 
man, an honest man and a great man.“ 

Mark Hanna is the leading figure 
here. He seems to be running the whole 
machine, and politicians fly around him 
like fties after sugar. I spent some 
time in his room this afternoon. He is 
a portly, rosy-faced man, well along 
in the fifties. He has bright eyes, a 
pleasant smile and a quick cordial way 
of doing things which keeps every 
one in a good humor. He knows how 
to handle men, and turns off business 
rapidly. He dresses well, and looks 
more like an old-fashioned English 
squire than a politician. I talked with 
some of his friends here about him. 
They tell me he is worth at least $2,- 
000,000; that he has made most of it 
in coaland iron. They say he is in this 


he does not expect to get an office nor 
a cent out of it. 

When I chatted with him, I referred 
to his hard political work, and asked 
him how long he had been at it. He 
replied: “I have been working at this 
for more than a year. It is full uf 
annoyance, but I like it.” 

“But,” said I, “what are you doing 
it for, Mr. Hanna? What do you ex- 
pect to get out of it?” 

“Not a blanked thing,” was the em- 
phatic reply.

WASHINGTON, June 10.—An enor- 
mous amount of business was trans- 
acted by the House today in order to 
clear the desks for the final adjourn- 
ment tomorrow. The absence cf Mr. 
Kem permitted the members to pass 
bills in the closing hours in which they 
were interested. There was a great 
clamor for recognition. Fifty-three 
bills and joint resolutions were passed, 
the most important of which probably 
was the bill appropriating $200,000 for 
the Transmississippi exposition at 
Omaha. 

Mr. Allen of Mississippi, the wit of 
the House, enlivened the day with an 
humorous speech. 

Chairman Cannon of the Appropria- 
tions Committee made a gallant fight 
to induce the House to stand out 
against the 
item in the Sundry Civil Bill, but the 
members outvoted him by 100 to 88. 

After the conference report on the 
District of Columbia Bill, containing 
its compromise on sectarian charities, 
had been presented, Mr. Cannon precip- 
itated a heated discussion of the po- 
litical situation in which Mr. Dockery 
of Missouri and Mr. Dingley of Maine 
participated. The work of the ses- 
sion was elaborately reviewed, criti- 
cised and defended. 

The conference report on the District 
of Columbia Bill was adopted. The 
Senate resolution for final adjournment 
tomorrow at 4 o’clock was passed. The 
House held a brief session at 9:30 
o’clock to enable the Speaker to sign 
the enrolled utils.

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“WASHINGTON, June 10.—The Senz.te 
has disposed of the last of the appro- 
priation bills and has fixed 4 o'clock to- 
morrow as the time for final adjcurn- 
ment. After being in session through- 
out the day, a night session was de- 
cided upon in 6rder to adjust the inany 
minor differences between the two 
houses. 

A number of bills were passed during 
the day, including the Important Dill 
giving trial by jury and other safe- 
guards in prosecution for contempt of 
court. The measure has been vicorously 
urged by labor interests, particularly 
railroad employés. It is the result of 
the agitation resulting trom the im- 
prisonment of Eugene V. Debs for con- 
tempt of the injunction issued at the 
time of the Chicago strike. The bill as 
passed continues the power of summary 
punishment when an offense is commit- 
ted in the immediate presence of a 
judge, but in indirect contempt, such as 
violation of an injunction, the bill pro- 
vides that the accused shall be given a 
full hearing with opportuuity to sum- 
mon witnesses and offer defense. 

An amendment was made by Mr. Can- 
non of Utah, giving the accused right of 
trial by jury on application. In case of 
conviction an appeal is provided to the 
Supreme Court. Senators Hill, Butler 
and Peffer supported the bill and Sen- 
ator Platt opposed it as revolutionary. 

The bill establishing a code of signals 
at sea was passed. 

Senator Vest explained 
Britain has assented at 
tire maritime code. 

Senator Mitchell of Oregon made a 
statement as to the necessity of action 
on the resolution looking to a reorgan- 
ization of the Northern Pacific Rauil- 
road. He said the road was about to 
be sued, after which it would pass out 
of the control of the Federal govern- 
ment and be subject to the State laws 
of Wisconsin. 

The following bills were passed: Sen- 
ate bill to increase the pay of letter- 
carriers; authorizing the Secretary cf 
the Treasury to lease certain Alaskan 
islands for the propagation of gold and 
silver foxes. The last bill drew forth 
the remark from Senator Hill that he 
hoped the Secretary would make no dis- 
crimination in favor of gold foxes as 
against silver foxes.

ST. LOUIS, (Mo.,) June 10.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Mark Hanna, the acknow!l- 
edged leader of the majority of the 
convention, arrived today, and for the 
first time indicated to a few of the 
most prominent men gathered in St. 
Louis, an outline of the programme he 
hopes.to see adopted by the conven- 
tion. While Hanna discreetly and 
modestly states that the convention 
will select officers and also adopt its 
platform, and that he will not inter- 
fere with these proceedings but will 
confine himself to the support of Mc- 
Kinley for the Presidency, yet he will 
undoubtedly exercise a controlling in- 
fluence not only in selecting the officers 
of the convention, but also in forming 
the platform. Hanna has indicated 
that the following is the plan which 
he desires his friends to support in 
the convention: 

First—For temporary chairman, C. 
W. Fairbanks of Indianapolis. 

Second—For permanent - chairman, 
Senator Proctor of Vermont. 

Third—For Vice-Prestdent,.Levi P. 
Morton, if he will accept; if not, G. A. 
Hobart of New Jersey. . 

FPourth—The adoption of the Indiana 
plank on the money question, which is 
as follows: “We believe that our 
money should not be itferior to the 
money of the most ehiightened nations 
of the earth. We are unalterably op- 
posed to every scheme that threatens 
to déDase or depreciate our currency. 
We favor the use of silver as currency, 
but to the extent only and under such 
regulations that its parity with gold 
can be maintained, and, in consequence, 
are osed to the free and unlimited 
and Independent coinage of silver at 
A ratio of 16 to 1.“ 

Fifth—The nominating speech to be 
made by Senator-elect Foraker of Ohio. 

The public interest in the cenvention 
centers in the money plank to be adopt- 
ed. Mark Hanna takes a positive 
stand on the question, and justifies it 
by citing the voice of the people in 
the States that the party Will depend 
upon to elect McKinley. He prepared 
a statement in regard to the matter 
today.

sure to lead to silver monometalllem.“

POINTERS FROM THURSTON. 

ST. LOUIS, June 10.—Senator Thurs- 
ton, member of the National Republi- 
can Committee from Nebraska, and 
delegate to the convention, was among 
the early arrivals today. He wore a 
McKinley and Hobart badge. 

“Tt is pretty well understood,” said 
the Senator, “that I am for McKinley 
for first place. With his nomination 
assured, as it is, we want an Eastern 
man as his running-mate, and I be- 
lieve Hobart will be an available man. 
We want to keep New Jersey in the 
Republican ranks now that we have it 
there. Furthermore, Hobart is strong 
in New Tork.“ 

Thurston said he believed the Indiana 
declaration would form the model upon

“Tt is,” he said, “brief and explicit, 
and skillfully avolds reference by 
terms to any mooted questions. It is 
unmistakably a sound-money utterance, 
at the same time it avoids all mention 
of the gold standard, reference to which, 
by name, would drive votes away from 
the ‘ticket in some States.”

A FREE-SILVER MEETING. 

ST. LOUIS, June 10.—The advocates 
of the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver will hold a meeting tomorrow 
and compare views and discuss the 
proper line of procedure when the con- 
vention meets. The meeting will be 
informal, and it is expected it will be 
attended by the delegates and national 
committeemen present from California, 


Utah, Nevada, Montana, Idaho, North 


Dakota, South Dakota, Washington and 
Oregon. 

It is the desire of the movers of the 
meeting, of whom Col, Isaac Trumbo of 
Utah is the head, to try to get united 
action in behalf of the free coinage of 
silver, and for a positive declaration for 
the protection of wool and lead ore, all 
these States being interested in one or 
the other of these industries. 

Col. Trumbo says they will demand 
a specific declaration for a duty at 8 
or 10 cents a pound on wool, and for 
the coinage of all the silver offered at 
the ratio of I¥ to 1, without waiting for 
the codperation of other nations. There 
has been some effort to secure the co- 
operation of the Southern delegates in 
this movement, but it has not so far 
been successful.

The league has done everything in 
its power to prevent this trouble,” he 
added, “and I do not consider it in any 
way to blame.”

Some of 
them, however, refuse to do this. 

Dr. John Grant of Sherman, Tex., 
who leads the contest of the McKinley 
delegation from the Lone Star State, 
is mad over the treatment which he is 
assured Proprietor George Griswold of 
the Laclede Hotel proposes to give the 
colored men of his delegation. Grant 
has a contract with Griswold f quar- 
ters at the Laclede for hifi Feople, 
black and white alike, and t end of 
it the hotel man is going to .

No POPPYCOCK WANTED. 

ST. LOUIS, June 10.—The financial 
question is still uppermost in the minds 
of the politicians in St. Louis, there be- 
ing now scarcely any possible doubt 
about the question of the nomination 
for President, and not very much be- 
ing said as to who the Vice-President 
will be. Men are working on financial 
planks, or saying what the finance 
blank ought to be. Senator Hans- 
brough, a member of the Natiogal Com- 
mittee, in an interview tod sald: 

»The convention should at least 
pledge the Republican party to labor 
faithfully in behalf of an international 
conference on the money question, with 
a view to securing an agreement in' be- 
half of a permanent and settled equal- 
ity between silver and gold, and the 
nominee should be instructed by the 
convention to forge the gold nations 
of Europe throu trade discrimina-: 
tions in our commercial intercourse 
with them, to establish bimetallism as 
the universal rule. Should the Repub- 
lican party take hold of this great 
question in the vigorous way it has 
heretofore settled other great ques- 
tions, the honest, conservative masses 
will support it heartily. This, in my

GORMAN IN CONTROL. 


The Maryland Democratic State Con- 
vention Under His Thumb. a 
BALTIMORE, June 10. — Chairman 
H. W. Talbot of the State Central 
Committee called the Democratic State 
Convention to order today, and an- 
nounced Senator Gorman as temporary 
chairman. The Senator said: We 
come together today not to discuss lo- 
cal affairs. I would not give much for 
the Democracy of any man who would 
rake up the embers of the past and pri- 
vate grievances at the expense of his 
party.“ The speaker referred in com- 
Plimentary terms to President Cleve- 
land and his administratfon. The Re- 
publican party, he said, was the “party 
of the dead.” He urged the Democruts 
to bury all differences and act in har- 
mony in selecting acceptable men to 
lead them, for in this,” he said, the 
only hope of this great country lies.“ 
Maj. Stewart moved that all resolu- 
tions be read before they were referred. 
This was the first gun of the silver 
men. The vote was looked upon as a 
test. The motion was overwhelmingty 
defeated, not more than a dozen vot- 
ing aye. The convention took a recess 
to enable the Committee on Resolu- 
tions to formulate a report. 

The Committee on Permanent Organ- 
ization reported the name of Senator 
Gorman for permanent chairman, which 
action the convention ratified. Sena- 
tor Gorman made another speech in 
which he said he would join his hearers 
in reorganizing the party to that never 
again in this generation would it pass 
from control in this State and Nation.“ 

The Committee.on Resolutions then 
reported. The resolutions favored ta- 
riff for revenue only, and indorsed the 
vigorous policy of President Cleveland.

CONNECTICUT DEMOCRATS. 


No Declaration as to Presidential 
Preference. 
HARTFORD (Ct., June 10.—The Dem- 
ocratic State Convention to select dele- 
gates to the national convention and 
Presidential electors, met here today. 
M. B. Carey, temporary chairman, in 
his speech claimed consideration for the 
independent voters to whom several re- 
cent vicitories of the Democratic party 
were due. He scouted the proposition to 
reopen the fight on the tariff issue, and 
declared the fight now is on the cur- 
rency question. He asked that the con- 
vention’s platform be made to contain 
unequivocal declaration for a single 
gold standard, and the bimetallism in 
all forms be disavowed. He praised 
President Cleveland and ex-Gov. Rus- 
sell as uncompromising opponents of 
the debasement of currency, whose 
leadership the Democracy could safely 
follow. Relative to the Presidential 
nominees, Carey said he hoped the con- 
vention at Chicago would select a man 
whose lips were not sealed on the ques- 
tions of the day, and whose attitude 

could not be a matter of doubt. 

Ex-Gov. Waller, permanent chairman, 
spoke briefly. 

The report of the Committee on Reso- 
lutions was adopted. On the subject of 
currency, the platform says: . 

“While we favor the most liberal use 
of silver consistent with the enforce- 
ment of the gold standard, we are unal- 
terably opposed to the free coinage of 
silver, deeming it a device for the de- 
basement of our currency and compul- 
sory purchase of silver by the govern- 
ment. Under existing circumstances to 
pay the public debts in silver coin is 
repudiation. 

“We believe the safety of our national 
finances requires a system of sound 
banking by which banknote currency 
ample to supply the needs of the whole 
country shall be created, safely secured 
and always and everywhere redeema- 
ble in gold.“ 

The platform indorses the administra- 
tion of President Cleveland, and espe- 
cially approves “firm support of 
public credit and his exemplification of 
the Monroe doctrine.”

BRADLEY DENIES 
PORTS. 
FRANKFORT (Ky.,) June 10.—Dur- 
ing the past week statements have been 
sent out from Washington that Gov. O. 
W. Bradley, who was last year elected 
Governor of Kentucky on-a gold-stand- 
ard, platform, over a Democratic free- 
silver candidate, had been originally in 
favor of a compromising policy, and 
that Gov. McKinley had induced him to 
adopt the gold-standard policy, and 
that he has since negotiated with Mo- 
Kinley and other candidates, and thie

has been followed by statements pur- 
porting to come from Frankfort, that 
Gov. Bradley had in his possession let- 
ters written him in confidence .from va- 
rious Republicans of national romi- 
nence which he would make public in 
retaliation for the aspersions against 
his sincerity. It has been intimated 


that the expected disclosures would 


create a great sensation in national 
politics, and in consequence the Gov- 
ernor has been overwhelmed with in- 
quiries on the subject. Concerning 
these reports, Gov, Bradley made the 
following statement: 

“IT cannot permit the Washington dis- 
patch to the Chicago Record to pass un- 
challenged. In response I deny that I 
was ever the representative of Mr. 
Hanna in any way, nor is it true that 
my action was ever controlled or gov- 
erned the slightest degree by what is 
politically called in that dispatch the 
‘Platt-Clarkson crowd.’ There was 
never any combination between these 
gentlemen, or any of them, and myself, 
or any of my friends. I have not At- 
tempted to make terms with Mr. Mc- 
Kinley or any of his managers, nor 
with any one of the Presidential candi- 
dates or any of their managers. I have 
not offered to trade sixteen votes or any 
vote for the Vice-Presidency, nor will I 
be a candidate for Vice-President, nor 
would I accept a Cabinet position. 

I did write to Mr. McKinley, and at 
the same time wrote to a number of 
leading Republicans throughout the 
country. concerning the Kentucky cam- 
palgn. The insinuation that I wrote 
favoring a straddle on the currency 
question, or that Mr. McKinley advised 
me not to pursue such a course, or said 
that ‘the silver agitation was the result 
of hard times just as the greenback 
craze was the result of the panic of 
1873’ is totally false. I did not write 
him that ‘a majority of the people of 
Kentucky were in favor of free coinage,’ 
or ‘that both parties were rapidly drift- 
ing that way.’ My expressed opinion 
was that the Minneapolis platform was 
too general, and that the party should 
make a clear and distinct declaration. 
My views concerning the currenc 
question are too well known to requir 
explanation in Kentucky.” 


In conclusion, after referring to the | 


late campaign in Kentucky, Gov. Brad- 
ley says: 

“I believe sound currency will be the 
leading issue of the coming campaign. 
The honor of the republic and the wel- 
fare of the people demands its correct 
solution. It is far above personal suc- 
cess or individual advancement, and in 
this hour of supreme trial the Repub- 


lican convention should declare unhesi-| 


tatingly in favor of the single gold 
standard. It is no time for quibbling or 
evasion. We lose some Western States 
but this loss will be more than compen- 
sated by gains in the old slave-border 
States. But if I thought such a decla- 
ration would cause the Republican 
nominee to be defeated, I would none 
the less favor it, for success at the ex- 
pense of national welfare would be 
neither creditable nor profitable. In 
justice to Mr. McKinley I will add thar 
the statement in today’s Courier-Jour- 
nal that he worte me recommending 
the ‘adoption of a plank with a strong 
free-silver tinge’ is not true. Neither 
he nor any of the gentlemen addressed 
suggested any thing of the kind.”’

Hawaii is Disposed to Stand Out 
Against Great Britain. 


The Little Republic Considerably

SAN FRANCISCO, June 10.—The 
steamer Australia from Honolulu today 
brings confirmation of the Associated 
Press story concerning the demand 
made by Great Britain that Volney 
Ashford be permitted to return to 
Hawaii. The Dole government is very 
much excited over the report but the 
President of the little republic is pur- 
suing a conservative course in dealing 
with the matter. The news of Eng- 
land’s demand originated in Washing- 
ton, D. C., and was forwarded in pri- 
vate correspondence to an Hawaiian pa- 
per and several private concerns. 

The situation is said to be that Great 
Britain has made a rather sharp de- 
mand upon the Hawaiian government 
on behalf of Col. V. V. Ashford. The 
“request” is stated as a sugestion, in 
diplomatic sentences. that a pardon Is- 
sue to Ashford, and that he be per- 
mitted to return to Hawaii without con- 
ditions of any sort. 

It in stated by the Honolulu Star that 
the republic declines to accept the 
British Foreign Office’s view of this 
case, and refuses to grant the pardon, 
or remove the ban, and adds that if Col. 


Ashford is landed under British or other 


auspices or protection until there has 


been an extended and complete review 


of the case, the action will be at least 
protested. 

There is a likelihood of Hawall call- 
ing upon the United States to extend 
its offices in the dispute. 

Col. V. V. Ashford was convicted by 
the military commission of misprision 
of treason. The evidence was that he 
had advance knowledge of the out- 
break. His sentence was imprisonment 


for a year, and a fine of $1000. He was 
then ill, and is still a sick man.

Nor would the withdrawal of 
these delegations from the convention 
necessarily result in the indorsement

nority in the Republican’ convention, is 
absurd and untenable. They cannot 
reasohably expect to coerce the ma- 
jority into an indorsement of their 
views.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Startling Statements Made Regard- 
ing the City’s Water Supply. 
The disease breeding condition of 
much of the water which is furnished 
by the City Water Company and used 
for domestic purposes throughout the 
city, was discussed yesterday by the 
medicos of the Board of Heath, at 

their regular meeting. 

Dr. Moore cited a case of typhoid 
fever in a family, which could be traced 
to no other cause than the water used 
in the house. He considered the situa- 
tion a serious one, calling for prompt 
and vigorous action on the part of the 
board. His view, of the case was coin- 
cided in by his colleagues. 

After a thorough discussion of the 
matter, in which many facts relating 
to the condition of the water, and the 
remedy or remedies for the same, 
were brought out. it was decided to 
make in a few days a personal and 
thorough investigation of the reservoirs 
and water system generally. Follow- 
ing this inspection a plan of action 
will be decided upon, to bring about a 
change in the water, as it is now sup- 
plied to the water consumers of 
Angeles. 

Dr. Kuhrts brought up the matter 
of the penny-in-the-slot drinking foun- 
tains, which he declared might be and 
doubtless were productive of contagion 
and disease. Health Officer Steddom 
was instructed to use his judgment in 
abating the same. 

The subject of spitting in the street- 
cars, in public buildings, and on the 
sidewalks was discussed by the board, 
the sentiment being unanimously in fa- 
vor of a restrictive ordinance which 
would operate to prevent the evils of 
expectoration. as now found throuzh- 
out the city.

THE NEW YORK DRIED FRUIT 
TRADE. The Garden and Forest gives 
the following statistics of the dried fruit 
trade in New York, for the last week 
in May: 

During the five business days of last 
week 2420 cases of evaporated apples 
were received by wholesale merchants 
in this city, and 2226 packages of. other 
‘dried fruits. Since September 1 169,061 
cases of evaporated apples have been 
handled in this market, and 678,221 
packages of other sorts of dried fruits. 
During last week 7096 packages of 
evaporated and dried fruits left this 
port, and since the season began, nine 
months ago, 323,780 packages have been 
exported. Besides apples, evaporated 
and dried raspberries, blackberries, 
huckleberries, cherries, plums, prunes. 
— and apricots are now being 
so 


TWO INDUSTRIES THAT PROS- 
PER. ‘The American Economist says 
there are two industries in the United 
States that are now prospering, namely. 
the manufacture of sewing mächines 
and of paper bags, and then goes on to 
show that these two industries owe 


their prosperity to the prevailing hard 


times. The increased demand for 
sewing machines, it is alleged, is due 
to the fact that manufacturers of hand- 
made clothing have been compelled to 
use sewing machines rather than hand- 
labor, in order to meet foreign compe- 
tition. While the unprecedented de- 
mand for paper bags indicates a 
greater volume of retail trade, it is as- 
serted that that trade is in smaller 
lines and smaller quantities. The de- 
mand is for the smallest size bags that 
are made, and the reason for this is 
said to be that the masses of wage- 
earners and the poorer classes are buy- 


purchased at a time, the order is given 
for only one pound. Instead of selling 
a pound of tea the retailer sells only 
a quarter of a pound package. The 
depressed industrial condition has en- 
forced the most rigid economy among 
buyers, and every dollar earned has to 
be husbanded to the utmost. 

IN IMPORTANT BY-PRODUCT. The 
Irrigation Age has this to say of what 
it terms and important Southern Cali- 
fornia “by-product:” “An eastern fruit 
dealer saw a specimen of dried orange 
peel on exhibition at Los Angeles, and 
had this to say about it: ‘That is ne 
first lot of California dried orange peel 
I ever saw which comes up to the re- 
quirements of the trade, and that is as 
good as the very best I ever saw from 
Italy.

In New York 
thet peel is worth 18 cents a pound, 
wholesale price. A great deal of it is 
used in 3 elixirs, cordials, bitters, 
etc. e oranges of Southern 
California — to be put through a 
proper press to express the juice, which 
will sell in large quantities in eastern 
cities. Fhosphates are all the go now, 
and orange phosphate is one of the most 
popular.“

The owner 
may be certain that the ore body ex- 
tends, in increasing richness, to in- 
definite depth, but the purchaser cal- 
culates upon a “pinch,” or a “fault,” 
and will not pay a very great sum for 
a mere surface ‘showing. Hence it is 
of the utmost importance that the own- 
ers of prospects place them in the best 
possible shape, for every dollar spent 
in development often adds a thousand 
dollars to the value of the property. 

Assay returns are most unsatisfac- 
tory evidence of the value of a discov- 
.ery or of a mine. To say that a four- 
foot vein assays $1000 per ton sounds 
big, but such information carries little 
weight with the purchaser. hat he 
desires to know is the average milling 
value on the 100 level, the milling value 
on the 200 level, the extent of the cre 
body at various depths, character of 
the ore, with reference to treatment 
process, cost and profit on production, 
and probable yield of the mine. Mine- 
owners do not always give careful con- 
sideration to these points in fixing the 
price upon their properties, but figure 
in the possibilities at half a million or 
so, and are unable to mndersend why 
they cannot find a purchaser.”

A FIRE PANIC. 


Sixty Cloakmakers Have an Exciting 
Experience at Chicago. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, June 10.—Sixty cloak- 
makers who are employed at No, 492 
South Morgan street were thrown into 
a panic by fire last evening and for a 
time it seemed as though some of them 
would be trampled to death in the 
scramble to ‘escape. 

Both men and women are employed 
in the cloak-making establishments. 
When word of fire had been given ev- 
erybody made a rush for the stairway. 
Those on the third floor made their way 
down to the first, but here they were 
stopped by employés from the first 
floor, who were afraid to run down 1 
lower stairway, which was beginnin g to 
burn quite briskly. 

Fully thirty-five men and women 
stood panic-stricken on the stairway 
while the flames ascended rapidly. Just 
as a sheet of fire began licking at the 
feet of ~~ foremost of those on the 
stairway he darted swiftly.down the 
burning structure and escaped without 
a scratch. Those behind him followed 
in quick succession, until all but three 
of the employés had escaped without 
serious injury. These three, who were 
men, remained on the third floor until 
the fire department arrived, and then 
they made their way down a. ladder 
which was hoisted to a rear window.

He suffered so much 
pain that at times he had to lie down 
on the ground. Alone as he was, he 
saw that he must get to where he 
could have help or it might go hard 
with him. With tremendous effort 
he endeavored to make his way to the 
electric-car line, which is about one- 
fourth mile from his place. It was a 
horrible struggle, but he finally reached 
his destination and a passing car soon 
brought him home.

The Times correspondent 
this morning made an effort to get a 
statement from prominent members of 
the exchange, but one and all they de- 
clined to be interviewed, and their posi- 
tion can only be surmised. 

From aman who has grown oranges 
in Riverside for more than twenty 
years 4nd who has been a member of 
the exchange, a statement of the cause 
of the dissatisfaction was obtained. He 
said it was generally recognized that the 
exchange had not been so managed as 
to return to the growers nearly as much 
as outside growers had been able to ob- 
taln, and while the growers were gen- 
erally in favor of the exchange idea in 
theory they had found it in practice.

He 
declared that he was not disposed to 
work against the exchange and would 
ship through it next year if he could 
afford the financial sacrifice. 

From another man it was learned 
that one of the men who has been at 
the very front in maintaining the ex- 
change system from fits inception and 
who is a member of the committee ap- 
pointed to report on amended plans for 
the transaction of business, has an- 
nounced to his friends that he will not 
be a member of the exchange next 
year, for the reason that he cannot af- 
ford the sacrifice, though he believes in 
the principle. 

An orange- grower who has 
been in the exchange, when ap- 
proached said: No, I am not a mem- 
ber of the exchange, and don’t intend 
to Be. No, I will take that back; I wij] 
not be a member as long as it is mar- 

as at present.“ 

feing closely pressed for an explana- 
tion of his words, he said that during 
the past three years he had sold his 
navel oranges at an average to him net 
of just $2 a box f.o.b., while his neigh- 
bors had sold through the exchange 
and had netted about 75 cents a box, 
and only got that after long waiting. 
He couldn’t explain the difference in 
receipts for practically the same quality 
of fruit and was not disposed to enter 
the exchange until he could see more 
clearly into fts inner working.

WESTMINSTER MAY WITHDRAW 
The Congregation Still Unwilling to 

Ober the General Assembly. 
There is little room for doubt that 
the Westminster Presbyterian Church 
will soon sever its denominational 
bonds. The adjourned annual meeting 
was held last evening. About two hun- 
dred members were present, Judge J. 
W. McKinley acting as chairman. It 
was suggested that it might shortly be- 
come necessary to make changes in the 
by-laws of the church and in order to 
facilitate such changes the members 
present signed an instrument giving au- 
thority to the trustees to repeal and 
amend by-laws and to adopt such new 
ones as they deemed advisable. The 
clerk then read the full report of the 
decision of the general assembly upon 
the appeal of Rev. Burt Estes Howard. 
The tenor of this decision is already fa- 
millar to readers of The Times. Judge 
McKinley commented with feeling upon 
the action of the general assembly, and 
made out that a full hearing had not 
been accorded to Mr. Gordon, who rep- 
resented the Westminster Church. 
After some discussion it was finally re- 
solved that the church should defer ac- 
tion for one week and that it should 
then definitely determine upon its fu- 
ture course. 

Being asked to summarize briefly the 
decision of the general assembly, Judge 
McKinney said that the decision sus- 
tained the presbytery u every point 
in dispute. Mr. Howard is a suspended 
minister, having a few weeks grace un- 
til formal notice of the assembly's ac- 
tion reaches the clerk of the synod. The 
recommendations made by the assem- 
bly throw no new light on the situa- 
tion and offers no course but submis- 
sion to the presbytery. 

Three courses are open to Westmin- 
ster Church. First, submission to pres- 
bytery; this was curtly dismissed with 
bare mention. Second, the church 
might simply do nothing and give no in- 
timation to the presbytery as to its 
future course. en if Mr. Howard 
should continue to preach, presbytery 
would take action against the church 
and expel it from the denomination. 
Third, the church might, while still ad- 
hering to Presbyterian doctrines, with- 
draw from the presbytery and refuse 
to recognize its authority on the ground 
that the orders it had made were for 
the purpose of obtaining temporal ad- 
vantages and control of the church's 
property. If the last course should be 
taken the church would still have the 
right to hold on to its property. The ar- 
ticles of incorporation do not limit the 
organization to carrying on a Presby- 
terian church. Mr. Slauson made the 
point that the church was organized

As some of the more conservative 
members of the church evidently feared 
too precipitate action, a committee of 
nine was appointed by the chairman to 
consider the recommendations of the 
general assambly and report at the 
meeting on the 17th inst. From the 
‘composition of this committee there is 
little doubt that the members will re- 
fuse to recommend obedience to the be- 
hests of presbytery. Most of them 
have plainly indicated their opposition 
to that course. A suggestion that ac- 
tion be deferred until after the meeting 
of presbytery received no support. 

Rev. Mr. Howard was interviewed 
shortly before the meeting. He said 
that the church would issue a state- 
ment of its position within a few days. 
Seven members were received last Sun- 
day and he would continue to act as a 
Presbyterian minister until notified of 
the general assembly’s action by the 
clerk of synod. “I am a Presbyterian 
‘until 22 declares me otherwise, 
and that it can do only on the ground 
of heresy, not of contumacy. I recognize 
the authority of the general assembly; 
the case is finally decided and there is 
no appeal. We must obey, I presume. 
I am taking no part in the matter and 
shall not in any way seek to influence 
the action of the church.“ 

When asked what he would do if the 
congregation should withdraw from the 
Presbyterian church, he replied that he 
* not decide that case till he

JUDGE SHAW’S DECISION. 


Firebaugh Says it Was Merely 
Forecast—Self-V indication. 

Attorney Firebaugh of San Francisco 
who will be remembered in this city 
from his connection with a suit 
against Blanche M. Burbank for sev- 
eral thousand dollars, has been inter- 
viewed at his home by the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, Firebaugh says he 
originally considered $30,000. would 
have been a reasonable fee for the 
executors and himself, but that amount 
was refused, and they finally agreed 


in cash and a note was given for the 
balance. It was all put in my name, 
the understanding being that I was to 
do as I pleased with it. Of this sum 
I received part cash, three installments 
were paid; the February and March in- 
stallments became due and they sought 
some excuse and declined to pay it. 


and in default of payment sued upon 
it. In their answer Mrs. Burbank’s at- 
torney claimed that with the excep- 
tion of $1600, the whole sum was given 
to me with the intention that it was a 
gift to Mrs Bacon and Frank Barker, 
totally ignoring the question of my 
fees. After we had proceeded to trial 
on those pleadings they amended their 
answer, setting up that Mrs. Buprbank 
intended that the $21,000 was to be 
equally divided between myself, Mrs. 
Bacon and Barker as a gift. At the 
conclusion of the testimony they again 
amended their pleadings so as to con- 
form to the evidence, but as their sec- 
ond amended answer has not yet been 
served, I do not know what it sets up. 

“While the case is still unsettled, 
Judge Shaw has already forecast his 
decision; but the testimony on file 
in Los Angeles certainly contains no 
such proof as that alleged against in 
the dispatch, and I emphatically deny 
that I have been guilty of bad faith or 
double dealing, or that the proceedings 
show that any such reflection has 
been cast upon me.” 

The amended answer charged fraud 
and as regards Judge Shaw's opinion, 
it was ho forecast; it was final and will 
be written out upon the same basis as 
handed down. It is in all probability 
in shorthand notes at this time. Judge 
Shaw stated to a Times reporter yes- 
terday; upon being shown Firebaugh’s 
declaration, that the decision has been 
rendered and not forecast. The pro- 
ceedings in the court here hardly jus- 
tify the San Franciscan’s self-vindica- 
tion.
